TOKYO,; May 20 (®)—Baron Keishiro Matsui, the Foreign 
‘Minister, told’ Japanese newspapers today that, in his opinion, the 
fundamental reason for the resignation of Cc yrus Woods as Ambassador 
to Japan was disappointment over Congress passing the Japanese 
exclusion measure. Baron Matsui said that “the Ambassador has the 
| most profound sympathy of the Japa- 
nese Nation, whose gratitude toward 
him will always be fresh.”

The bonus bill just become a law is an insurance measure, 
trast with the cash bonus vetoed by President Harding. 

- The only cash provided in the present measure is for a small num- 
ber not entitled to over $50 in adjusted credjt. 

: All others are to receive a paid-up 20-year endowment insurance 
poticy. 

The policies are based on length of service, with $1 for each day of 
home service and $1.25 for each day of overseas service, the first 60 days 
being excluded. The face value of the policy is the service credit, plus 
20.years of compounded interest at 4 per cent. 

There is a maximum of $500 for home service and $625 for overseas 
service. . 

Maximum home service policy is estimated at $1400 and $1900 for 
overseas policy. 

While the measure is strictly an insurance one, the policies become 
negotiable after Jan. 1, 1927, so that veterans can borrow up to 90 per 
cent of the cash value from State and Federal! banks. 

The cost for the next fiscal yesr, when the cash payments will be 
made, has been estimated at $150,000,000. 

For every year foliowing, for 20 years, it is estimated that an annua! 
appropriation of $100,000,000 will be needed. 

The total cost of the measure has been variously estimated at from 
$2,500,000,000 to $4,000,000,000. The latter figure is the estimate of 
Treasury officials. 

It is estimated that 3,038,282 veterans wil! be entitled to insurance 
policies, while 389,583 will be paid cash of $50 or less 

The bill also provides for payment to dependents of deceased vet- 
erans of the amount of adjusted service compensation to which they 
would have been entitled. 

The mere cost of administrating the measure is estimated at £1.900.- 
000 a year. 

The Veterans’ Bureau will be the chief agency in administering the 
law. Forms of application for the insurance policies will be distributed 
bepietsitincss post offices, the American Legion, Red Cross, and other agencies.

AHiianee Against Russia 

But for the other states, the Rus- 
siaf menace overshadows all others. 
Rumania and Poland have long Seen 
defensively allied against it, and only 
blind diplomacy could ignore the tm- 
portance of the recent Turko- 
Rumanian rapprochement. The near 
future may see Poland, Rumania and 
Turkey getting together, with Bul- 
garia possibly and even Hungary— 
both threatened by Russia's preten- 
sions in Constantinople—in support. 
It would again emphasize the sugges- 
tion that Russia today is a more im- 
minent menace to European peace than 
Germany. 

This regrouping opens up interest- 
ing possibilities. The series of cross 
alliances which link up the anti-Rus- | 
sian and anti-German groups is, of 
course, a powerful peaceful factor, 
but British influence is, perhaps, des- 
tined to be paramount. One must as- 
sume that in the event of any develop- 


ment threatening the freedom of the. 


Dardanelles—and that would be, in 
effect, any attack on Bessarabia— 
Great Britain would stand behind Po- 
land, Rumania, Bulgaria, and Turkey. 
With them Greece would probably 
align itself. Great Britain will sup- 
port Turkey’s retention of the for- 
tresses of Kars and Ardahan—out- 
posts against Russian aggression in 
the Middle East. On the other hand, 
it is compelled to oppose Turkish pre- 
tensions to the Mosul Vilayet, with its 
control of the Kurd country and the, 
barrier of the Russian Bear’s progress 
toward the Persian Gulf. Altogether 
it is a greatly confused political situa- | 


tion, replete with nefarious possibili- | 


ties, but happily not devoid of the: 
prospects of an amicable settlement.

RECEIVE WARNING 


State Authieiies Enumerate the 


AUGUSTA, Me., May 20 (Speciali—- 
Frank P. Washburn, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, has sent to managers of 
the various fairs to be held in. this 
State this year an enumeration of the 
prohibitions required by the State if 
the fair associations hope to receive 
the stipends granted by law. 

“Only those societies which have re- 
fused to allow intoxicating liquors, im- 
moral shows, gambling and games of 
he 


eral prohibition. In these Mr. Wash- 
burn lists in detail: All lotteries end 
wheels of fortune, whether tr- prize 
given be cash or merchandise. dice, 4 
string games, paddle games, punch- 
boards, fish ponds and-clothespin 
games uniess their numbers are 
plainly in view; all rolf- downs except 
those in which the balls are rolled 
separately giving the player a chance 
to direct thelr course, and all othér 
games and devices whereby the value 
of the prize given depends upon 
chance or luck. 

Immoral! shows are now almost un- 
known in Maine: fair officials are 
warned, however. against admitting 
doubtful shows, under other guises. 
Snake charmers and fortune telling 
frequently veil other and worse ex- 
hibitions. Fortune telling is against 
the laws of the State and women en- 
gaged in this business are declared to 
‘be generally.tindesirable for fairs. 

“We earnestly recommend the em- 
ployment of a regular ground man who 
shall devote his ful] time to regulation 
of these midways, and who has ful! 
authority to evict any persons found 
violating the rules of the society or of 
the State,” says the commissioner. 
“We also call your attention to the 
statute which says that any fair shall 
show at least 100 separate and dis- 
tinct entries and exhibits of veg- 
etables, fruits or dairy products.”

A constructive paragraph among 
the advices is to be acted upon, in 
accordance with the amusement 


resolution: 

We instruct our Board of Témper- 
ance, Prohibition and Public Morals, 
or its successor, to lead the Church in 
a campaign of education which shall 
reveal to our pgople, both young and 
old, the dangers lurking in the amuse- 
ments against which we warn. We 
instruct the above-named board, or its 
successor, to produce and disseminate 
from time to time such scientifically 
prepared literature as shall awaken 
our people to the individual and social 
consequences of improper and exces- 
sive amusements. 


In order to avoid being misunder- 
stood by the public press as having 
lifted the ban on dancing, there are 
advices continued and somewhat ex- 
panded, reading in part as follows: 


Improper amusements and exces- 
sive indulgence in innocent amuse- 
ments are serious barriers to the be- 
ginning of the religious life and fruit- 
ful causes of spiritual decline. Some 
amusements in common use aré posi- 
tively demoralizing and furnish the 
first easy steps to the total loss of 
character. We therefore look with 
deep concern on the great increase of 
amusements and on the-general prev- 
alence of harmful amusements, and 
lift up a solemn note of warning and 
entreaty, particularly against attend- 
ance upon immoral, questionable and 
misleading theatrical or motion-pic- 
ture performances, against dancing 
and against such games of chance as 
are frequently associated with gam- 
bling; all of which have been found 
to be antagonistic to vital piety, pro- 
motive of worldliness, and especially 
pernicious to youth... . We adjure 
our people to remember that often the 
question for a Christian must be, not 
whether a certain course of action is 
positively immoral, but whether it will 
dull the spirtual life and be an un- 
wise example.

Y OS ANGELES has the distinction of 
: having not only one of.the most 
efficiently equipped institutions 
for publishing embossed literature for 
the blind, but also of being the birth- 
place of the first edition of the King 
James version of the Bible in Revised 
_. Braille, Grade One and a Half, the 
_last page of which was taken from 
the press on Feb. 20, 1924. This. in- 
stitution is at 3612 West First Street, 
and is known as the Universal Braille 
Press and Bindery, the founder and 
general manager of which is J. Rob- 
ert Atkinson. 

Mr. Atkinson lost his sight in 1912. 
His experiences since have been al- 
most phenomenal. In a few weeks, 
after a severe struggle, he mastered, 
without the aid of a personal instruc- 
tor, the Moon. system of embossed 
printing for the blind. There were 
then not less than five systems of 
tactile reading in general use in the 
United States, but he did not know it. 
Early in 1913 he learned the second of 
the five systems, known as New York 
Point, in a few hours, in order that 
he might read a book of 17 pages, not 
available in the Moon system. 

Nor did Mr. Atkinson stop here. He 
was too energetic, too progressive, and 
craved learning too much to be con- 
tent with the character of literature 
available in these two systems, alto- 
gether too limited, both in quality and 
quantity to satisfy him.

A committee was organized, kiiown as 


the American Commission on Uniform | 


Type for the Blind, for the purpose of 
conferring with European agencies, in 
the endeavor to unite an one system 
for the entire English-reading world. 

These conferences continued over a 
period of about 10 years, consumating 
finally in 1917-18, when the American 
Association of Workers for the Blind, 
and the American Association of In- 
structors for the Blind, unanimously 
adopted Revised Braille as the stan- 
dard type to be used in the United 
States, which is, in so far as it goes, 
in uniformity with Braille as used in 
Europe. 3 

Mr. Atkinson was not a member of 
this commission, yet it was during this 
time that he was first heard from by 
the representative workers for the 
blind. In the solution of this problem, 
this commission .ruled and re*om- 
mended among other things a uniform 
size of type,- which virtually meant 
that oll literature, highly technical 
and otherwise, should be printed in a 
single size of type. In Mr. Atkinson’s 
opinion, this was as inconsistent as 
would be the effort to print all ink- 
print books in one particular size of 
type, and technically it was wholly 
wrong. 

He opposed the ruling from the out- 
set, foreseeing that its tendency would 
be the restriction of the issuance of 
high. class technical literature in a 
consistent form in Braille. A coufse 
of correspondence was diligently car- 
ried on between Mr. Atkinson in Cali- 
fornia and the secretary of the com-

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Egyptian Summons to Conference 

Arouses Much Opposition — 
in That Country 

CAIRO, April.28 (Special ,Corre- 


spondence)—It is increasingly evident 
that the caliphate question is not to 


be settled in the simple fashion im-|. 


. agined by Egyptian Moslem leaders. 
Shortly after the expulsion from Con- 
ag oy i han coos Abdul ret 
id, the principa ubanppes - 
ll of Cairo met to consider the 
position of Egyptian Moslems with 


regard to the Caliphate, and, as a re- 
sult of their deliberations, ‘they issued 


a statement declaring that'there is at}: 


present no Caliph, since Wahid éd 
Din was lawfully deposed by ‘the 
Angora .Government, but Abdul Med- 
jid was not properly appointed; there 
had, therefore; iph since 
Wahid ed Din’ mn Con- 
stantinoplé.. . an uwlemas 
summoned al?’ Ietam tO send repre- 
sentatives to a conference to be held 
in Cairo in March, 1926, to elect a.new 
Caliph, with a mandate from the 
whole Muhammadan world, and to 
lay down exactly the powers and limi- 
tations of the Caliph’s office. 
Obviously, the Cairo ulemas’ deci- 
sion was mere opportunism, of which 
the motive was not far to seek. Ever 
since, soon after the armistice, the 
Caliph began to lose prestige through- 
out the Muhammadan world through 
his supposed subservience to the Al- 
lies, Egyptian religious leaders have 
cherished the dream of restoring to 
their country the headship of Islam, 
lost when, in A. D. 1538, the Turks 


wrested the Caliphate from the last of |. 


the Abbassides. Even since that time 
Egypt has enjoyed a certain prestige in 
the Muhammadan world, partly 
through its geographically central po- 
sition, more through the existence ik 
Cairo of the great Moslem university 
of Al Azhar, with its thousands of stu- 
dents from many countries, from 
which there radiates an influence felt 
from India to Morocco, from the Congo 
to Constantinople. 

But the Cairo sheikhs had reckoned 
without the jealousies which divide the 
Muhammadan world, not merely into 
the major sects of Shiahs, Sunnis. 
Zeidis, Wahabis, Senussis and all] the 
rest of the contending factions which 
compose the supposed unity of Islam. 
but which aiso split these categories 
into further. subdivisions. In the 
Sunni persuasion, to which belong the 
Moslems of Turkey, Egypt, northern 
Africa and most of Arabia, there are 
feur schools of thought, the Hanafees. 
Shafees, Malikees and Hembalees. 

The divisions among Egyptian Mos- 
lems do not. end here, for there is yet 
ahother section which still regards 
Wahid ed Din as the rightful head 
of Islam, and Abdul Medjid as noth- 
ing. more than a tool in the hands of 
the Kemalist Turks. There are, there- 
fore, three distinct factions.

3 any tax reductiort by the present 
Administration and Congress are matters which should 
have been considered on Capitol Hill before the leg- 
islators there dealt President Coolidge their vicious blow. 
What has been done cannot be undone. But what may 
be the effect of this action on the future of the Repub- 
lican Party is worth some consideration. 

President Coolidge is going before a Republican con- 
vention at Cleveland which is practically unanimous in the 
determination to nominate him. That unanimity 
springs from the belief that he is stronger than his party, 
and that he alone of all men in public life has a chance 
of carrying the Republican ticket to victory. Those who. 
support his candidacy will be unable to point with any 
pride to—and indeed must sedulously avoid mention of 
—the administration which preceded him.: And now to 
that heavy burden which, as a candidate, he must carry 
is added the action of thirty Republican United States 
senators who have refused to follow his leadership, and 
by their votes made it possible to override the veto of 
the bonus bill which he returned. It is a notable: fact

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that among those who thus .repudiated the President's | 


leadership were Republican senators of New England, 
who might have been expected to appear as his supporters. 
It was perhaps not a surprise that Senator Lodge 
took the lead in dealing this stroke at the President's 
position, for the antagonism of the senior Senator from 
Massachusetts to the Republican President of the United 
States is open and notorious; but with Jodge were 
Brandegee and McLean of Connecticut, Hale of Maine 
and Dale of Vermont. The delegations from all these 
states will be for the nomination of Mr. Coolidge, but 
the senators who are reasonably to be looked.upon as the 
party leaders in those states have “knifed” him. The 
sinister effect of their attack is all the greater because, 
unquestionably, upon the failure to check enactment of 
the bonus law will rest responsibility for the almost in- 
evitable forthcoming failure to do anything ‘in the way 
of reduction of taxation. __ 

It may be that the refusal of the Senate to follow the 
courageous leadership of the President shall redound to 
his advantage. Men have been loved for the enemies they 
have made. But it is only too apparent that President 
Coolidge will have to go into the forthcoming campaign 
with his individual merits as a statesman forming the 
vital portion of his platform. Irom the action of his 
party, so far as it is registered by the majority in Con- 
gress, he will receive no aid.

deed a sad indication of inadvertence: 


LONDON, May 19—The village smithy which is reputed to 
have inspired Longfellow’s familiar verses is doomed to dis- 
appear. It stands in St. Mary Cray, a Kentish village, and be- 
came known to the American poet when he visited the poetess, 
Eliza Cook. 

The appearance of the smithy at present hardly meets the 
description in the poem. The “spreading chestnut tree” van- 
ished long ago, being felled because it darkened the neighboring 
houses, and the building now is to go for an equally utilitarian 
reason: its site is wanted in furtherance of a street-widening plan. 


The Monitor is indeed an international daily. Our 
hands are ever ready for the grasp across the sea. We 
yield to none in the desire for English-speaking unity, 
and harmony between the two great Anglo-Saxon nations. 
But we do not propose to give up the “village smithy” 
and its “spreading chestnut tree’ to oid England, any 
more than we are willing to relinquish Bunker Hill, or 
the bridge at Concord. yea 

Perhaps the poet of Cambridge may have visited the 
Kentish village and the poetess, Eliza Cook, concerning 
whose poetic accomplishments we admit a certain amount 
of ignorance. Yet we do not believe that he found there 
the inspiration for-his famous verses. The poem itself 
is redolent of New England. In a brief note prefixed 
to it in the Cambridge <<dition of Longfellow’s Works; 
appears this statement, written in 1840 by the poet: 


My pen has not been very prolific of late; only a little 
poetry has trickled from it. There will be a kind of ballad on 
a Placksmith in the next Knickerbocker (November, 1840), which 
you may consider, if you please, as a song in praise of your 
ancestor at Newbury (tle first Stephen Longfellow), . 


To which the following comment 1s added by the editor 


of the volume: 


The suggestion of the poem came from the smithy which he 
poet passed daily, and which stood beneath a _ horse-chestnut 
tree not far from his house in Cambridge. The tree, against the 


protests of Mr. Longfellow and others, was removed in 1876, on . 


the ground that it imperilled drivers of heavy loads who passed

Among -the leaders indorsed by the, electorate. who 
stand out as the most likely to become- Premier are 
Aristide’ Briand and Edouard Herriot. What are their 
relative chances? The former has in his favor his many 
previous experiences as Premier or minister, his extreme 
adaptability, -his “suppleness,” as it is euphemistically 
called, his personal popularity’ among politicians of many 
parties and his almost total lack of personal enemies, And 
though his social origin is of the humblest, his book edu- 
cation meager, and his, early political career frankly revo- 
lutionary, he has, with advancing years and‘fincreasing 
responsibilities, formed contacts with decidedly con- 
servative elements. When in office he has rot visibly 
antagonized the great- industrial and financial interests 
which in France, as in so many other countries, are so 
influential in the final make-up of a cabinet. Of M. 
Briand they know what to expect. Being, like M. Poin- 
caré, a Republican of the Left he differs from him very 
little on domestic policies or on internal economic ques- 
tions. Of the Ruhr occupation his principal critieism 
has been that it was undertaken without the participation 
of*Great Britain. He has never voted against it. When 
Premier himself at the time of the Upper Silesia con- 
troversy he spoke of being a sheriff, ready to take Ger- 
many by the coM%r, but his personal attitude is more 
conciliatory than that of M. Poincaré, and both Mod- 
erates and some Radicals would be ready to support him. 


+ M.+ Herriot is a younger man, better educated and, - 


though less experienced, much more energetic. But al- 
though once a Senator and for many years Mayor ot 
Lyons, a big industrial center, he has had no national gov- 
ernmental experience, except a brief term as Minister of 
Food Supplies in the unfortunate war Cabinet of Paul 
Painlevé. He is widely traveled, well read, an eloquent 
speaker and personally likable, but he has yet to dem- 
onstrate his ability to deal with the big problems of a 
chief executive. In the eyes of the conservatives, the 
owners of great wealth, the big business elements, his 
main drawback is the undetermined but vet undoubted in- 
fluence exercised over his party and perhaps himself by 
ex-Premier Joseph Caillaux, the man who instituted the 
income tax in France. If M. Herriot should become 
Premier would he not be expected to prepare the way 
/for a triumphal return of this political financier? For 
this reason few of M. Poincare’s friends would give him 
their vote. On the other hand if the new men of the 
Left, in the flush of their victgry, demand a new deal, a 
clean sweep and a fresh: start, they will insist on one of 
theif own leaders being made Premier, and of these M. 
Herriot is for the moment the most available. Of M. 
Briand they also know what to expect. He was once a 
Socialist. hee” 

The inclusion of the Radical Party in the new gov- 
ernmental majority is unavoidable, and everything de- 
pends.on whether these Radicals, once more the biggest 
group in the Chamber as well as the Senate, will choose 
their friends to the Left or the Right. On economic 
questions co-operation between the “bourgeois” Radicals 
and the “proletarian” Socialists will be almost impossible, 
but in the election the Socialists gained the biggest victory. 

The British example of a straight Labor Government 
will exercise a strong influence on the French, and they 
also may decide to have done with the old politicians, the 
old methods, the old formulas, and try something wholly 
new.

The 
latest reports are to the effect-that the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association has accepted in essence the position of 
the Equity association, and the only technical obstacle to 
a general peace is the question whether there are to be 
two managers’ organizations, or only one, the Managers’ 
Protective Association being dissolved now that it’ has 
served its purpose in bringing negotiations to an issue. 

Public opinion has been decidedly an favor of the 
actors’ motives in the two big conflicts thus far between 
inanagers and actors. It is not likely that any group of 
managers will, in the near future, offer to tilt the lance 
with the Actors’ Equity Association.

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WitTH the issuance recently by the excise committee, 
appointed in 1922 by the-Government of Bornbay, of its 
report covering nearly the whole field of the drink prob- 
lem in the Presidency, one more milestone has been 
erected npoy the dry highway slowly but surely gifdling 
the globe.

Public Opinion in Germany 


(The following article is based largely upon a paper given 
to the author by Prof. Ernst Tréltsch, the renowned German 
philosopher and theologian. Professor Troltsch, at the time, ex- 
pected to incorporate it in a more complete address which he 
qwas preparing for his*trip to England, and he consequently re- 
quested that the rough draft should not be published. His pass- 
ing prevented that trip and it is beliewed, therefere, that many 
of the views of the great scholar are now made public for the 
first time.] 

“THE greatest charge against the German people is that 
they permitted the Kaiser to rule them so long!” 

. These were the astonishing words of Prof. Ernst Tréltsch 
as we returned toward his home after a meeting and reception 
in the Berlin State Library, somewhat over a year ago. 

Unexpected admission indeed! Could I have understood 
correctly? J] intimated that the taxi of at least pre-war origin 
which was conveying us had interrupted his words. Would he 
kindly repeat? ‘Yes,”’ he replied, “the greatest charge against 
the German people is that they permitted the Kaiser to rule 
so long.” Then, to my regret, the great scholar turned from 
this subject and entered upon an analysis of the relative abil- 
ities of various present-day German statesmen. 

Needless to say, however, my thoughts frequently reverted 
to the former subject. What were the actual facts regarding 
the pre-war attitude of the German people toward their 
Emperor? Was there a prevalent criticism, not at all empha- 
sized west of the Atlantic ? : 

A few weeks later it was my pleasure to spend Christmas 
Day amid the delightful home life of ex-Chancellor Georg 
Michaelis. The after-dinner conversation, like most conver- 
sations in Germany at that period, very naturally gravitated 
toward the economic and political situation. 
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Concluding a long description of the former Kaiser's ways 
of life, Dr. Michaelis remarked, in a very matter-of-fact voice, 
“Of course we must remember that the Kaiser lived only in 
the high places. Surrounded by the greatest poets, philos- 
ophers, artists and musicians, he knew well the peaks of life. 
But he neglected to look down into the valleys. He failed to 
see that below the surface there was increasing ‘discontent. 
For indeed, even before the war, there was great distrust of 
the Kaiser.” 

From across the table. there instantly came the surprised 
words of a second guest, “What, Excellence? Distrust of the 
Kaiser?” 

“Yes, sir,”’ said the ex-Chancellor, “| repeat—well, before 
the war there was great distrust (.Wisstrauen) of the Kaiser.” 

This experience led me to renewed interest in studying the 
question of public opinion in Germany before the war and 
during its course. .What, Jor example, were the further opin- 
ions of Professor Fréltsch on the subject? Upon returning to 
Berlin after the holidays, I for the first time examined in detail 
a paper which he had prepared several months before. 

“It must be said,” he had written, “that in Germany there 
was, generally speaking. no public opinion at all, as people of 
democratic habit understand the word. Among such people the 
leading groups in society are always busied in forming small 
circles to create a public opinion which shall influence the 
(jovernment. This may be done for good or for ill, but it is 
at any rate a deliberate task with a self-recognized responsi- 
For this reason the governing persons continuall¥ have 
‘their ears to the ground’ and follow public opinion, or take 
pains equally deliberately to-eftect its correction. Such a public 
opinion, however, did not exist in Germany at all, and does 
net exist even today.

‘There were opinions of parties, opinions of newspaper 
editors, of different clubs and associations which agitated in 
correspondence with them. But a public opinion, supported 
by the most prominent .in different classes, formed under a sense 
of responsibility, and capable of influencing parliament and 
government, did not exist, and there was no attempt to create 
such a thing. 

“That is a circumstance which American and West-Euro- 
pean critics usually overlook, when, in spite of all their bitter- 
ness about German autocracy, they assume conditions as existing 
in our case which are analogous to their own. We had no 
autocracy except in the unfortunate rhetoric ef the Kaiser, but 
a government of officials and military, whieh had many advan- 
tages, but which was in no way prepared beforehand for a 
transition into a democratic system drftering from it. 

“The members of the-Government who had the greatest 
insight, knew that a war with universal military service which 
lasted so long would certainly work toward democratization 
and, in case of defeat, would miean revolution. Bethmann- 
Hollweg declared in private conversation that a defeat and a 
He therefore tried to 
escape from the war and to introduce democratization. The 
failure of all this lies at the door of the military caste and of 
the industrials and Junkers associated with them. The view of 
these latter was that if they lost their privileges, the war was 
indeed lost for them, and therefore that the war must be con- 
tinued to the very last extremity.

“In these circumstances it is very difficult to speak of a 
public opinion in Germany, I know only the opinion of my 
class, consisting of persons of academical education. Concern- 
ing this 1 will give information with the most complete 
sincerity. | 
“There was a general sensation of horror and dismay at a 


‘new war in the surrounded situation in which we found our- 


selves. Everybody knew that such-a war could bea world war 
and a war for existence. - Pan-Germans and the supporters of 
the Navy. League were seldom in our circle. When, all the 
same, the war came, we were sincerely of the opinion. that we 


were the attacked, and that by those who grudged us our lives. 


Germany was in actual fact overpopulated, and had to live 
upon raw materials imported from abroad and from foreign 
markets. We had the feeling that they wanted to cut off 
these possibilities and to cause our masses to die from hunger. 
It is the feeling which in a quite understandable way is shared 
by our people again after a short and foolish hope in the 
“Fourteen Points’ of Wilson. I will not investigate the fact 
as to whether this opinion was intellectually true or false. At 
any rate that was our feeling, and upon this feeling rested quite 
universally the inflamed war-enthusiasm of I914, as far as my 
personal knowledge of the matter extends, ~- 

‘In the light of what later developed Dr. Tréltsch declares 
“public feeling turns ‘against those whom people justly or 
unjustly believe to be responsible for the situation. Ih spite of 
all this, however, the leaders of thought hold fast to the faith 
that no new war, but only a policy of right, can and must 
relieve the situation. Our complete disarmament, and the dis- 
like of a policy of force springing from the World War, ar¢ 
both in favor of such a solution. But there is naturally the 
anxious question whether this solution can be found, and 


whether it is coming in time.” P
